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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to an after final amendment filed November 5, 2007. 
Claims 1,3, 4, 11 and 15 were previously pending. Applicants amended claim 1. 

2. Applicants' amendments, arguments and declaration of Dr. Davin Dillon overcame all of the 
previously presented claim rejections. 

3. The only outstanding rejection was the obviousness-type double patenting rejection of 
claims 1,3,4 and 1 1 over claims of the co-pending application No. 10/010,742. However, the case 
has been abandoned (see the enclosed Interview Summary), therefore this rejection is withdrawn. 

4. Claims 1, 3, 4, 1 1 and 15 are allowed, since no references were found teaching or suggesting 
the amended claims 1, 3, 4, 1 1 and 15.
